HEN the crop of 1919 was 
put in the ground we had 
great hopes that we would 


break every whent-gt-owing record. 
With a guaranteed price, the acre- 
age was largely increased aad the 
seed was perhaps better than in any 
former year, but we lost millions of 
bushels through scab and stinking 
smut, which could have been largely 
avoided if not entirely prevented by 
treatment of the seed. Scab is very 
easy to detect in the field on account 
of its pinkish color. 
It prevents 


the head filling out, cutting down the 
yield radically, often, destroying the 
emire crop. 


Flag smut and stinking smut in 


wheur can be prevented absolutely 
and fortunately the treatment for 
scab and smut is the same. These 
diseases may make a field of fine 
promise produce only a low-grade, 
ill-smelling crop which is unfit for 
human food. 
Stinking smut often 


!:akes at least 5 per cent, and fields 
vith 10, 50 and even 70 per cent of 
-mutted heads are not uncommon. 


Methods of Control, 
clean plump seed of good 


quality. Fan thoroughly to remove all 
light, shriveled 
grains and smut 


balls.' Sprinkle the grain until thor- 
oughly wet with a solution of one 
pint of formaldehyde to forty gal- 
lons of water. Cover with blankets 
or sacks for two hours, spread out 
evenly to dry and sow within twelve 
hours. 


Formaldehyde treatments are nec- 


essary for crop protection, but "n 
dose is a dose." Don't overdo it. 


Perhaps a more efficient way is to 


use the same solution in an open tub 
or barrel, throwing the grain in loose. 
Stir it until all scabby and light ker- 
nels, smut balls and trash will rise 
to the surface; skim off this flotsam 
and dispose of it so that it'will not 
get back into the land, then drain 
and cover the grain as described in 
sprinkling treatment. 


Formaldehyde is sold commercial- 


ly by honest dealers m sealed full- 
strength bottles. When applied to the 
ground it is deposited in a suitable 
form and airs very slowly. Planting, 
if done immediately, will take the 
1/iace of airing, the damp earth tak- 
ing up the chemical greedily. It is 
best to plant at once. , Wheat may 
be also treated in a wagon box which 
follows the seeder. Treat no more 
grain than, can be sown the same or 
the next day. 


Every farm bureau should make 


nn annual campaign against these 
disease^. The world needs the food, 
the farmer needs the money. "Will- 
ful wasre makes woeful want," and 
\\heat diseases are mo^tlv unneces- 
•-ary.
